The childish Afri- 
cans are even more susceptible to their brain- 
scrambling propaganda - than you are, and 
are completely incapable of leadership. 

They are using the Negro for two purposes : 
to degrade, corrupt, and mongrelize you and 
your children, and to form a trained-ape Red 
MauMau Army to protect the Jews in case 
you wake up before it is too late. They are 
establishing a cordon of Negro zombies to 
protect them in Washington, the center of 
government, and in New York, the center of 
world Jewry, just in case we wake up before 
they take our guns away from us. 

THE END OF THE WHITE RACE? 

The Jews repeat daily that the White Race 
is on the road to oblivion — that the black 
savages of Africa, and the pitiful masses of 
India and China will do away with the White

come to' assess the situation honestly! ^ 

The European Whites became the domi- c 
nant force of man because our leaders pos- 
sessed the intelligence, the imagination, the 
courage, the energy, the morality to seize des- 
tiny in- their own hands. Now that we have 
built a wonderful new world, shall we meekly 
permit a - small band of effeminate pirates to 
despoil and destroy us? It seems inconceiv- 
able, but that is exactly what is happening! 

THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE 
MODERN WHITE MAN 

The people originating in the island of 
Great Britain have, with invaluable contri- 
butions by the other White Men of European 
origin , created modem civilization. The Ne- 
groes have always been completely incapable 
of contributing to civilization. The Asiatics 
almost ceased contributing nearly a thousand 
years ago. The Jews have contributed only 
microscopically, despite their fictitious claims. 

Einstein and Freud, their most publicized 
“scientists” were highly imaginative specu- 
lators who have contributed more confusion 
to the orderly progress of science than they 
have useful knowledge. Salk, after being sub- 
sidized extravagantly by the Jewish-controll- 
ed Polio Fund, has produced a vaccine of 
questionable value. Yet the Jewish control- 
led Press hails them as the greatest scien- 
tific geniuses in history. 

You poor vilified Anglo-Saxon and Celt, 
the Jews have yet to produce a' Newton, a 
Dalton, a Darwin, a Lister, a Watt, a Bell, 
a George Stephenson, a Fulton an Edison, 
or any Wright brothers. And you good 
Christians whose forebearers came from the 
European continent, the Jews have yet to pro- 
duce a Hersche}, a' Pasteur, an Arrhenius, a 
Lavoisier, a Gutenberg, a Galileo, a Leeuwen- 
hoek, or a Marconi.

SPECIALIZED PARASITES 

A Jew from tender age is trained to be 
a parasite, a despoiler, and an exploiter of 
men. He is a specialist in deceit, in trickery, 
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in exploitation of the “stupid Gentile”. Elias 
Howe devised the sewing machine, but Isaac 
Singer robbed him of his invention and pock- 
ete4 millions. Hazel Bishop developed an 
. improved lipstick, but her Jewish “partner” 
pirated it away from her by tricking her into 
signing a fraudulent assignment and is mak- 
ing millions. Daguerre, Eastman, Edison 
and other "White Gentiles combined inven- 
tions to make the motion picture possible, but 
a clique of Jewish financiers now own the 
movie industry, into which so many billions 
of dollars pour. 

The Jews use code words so they can talk 
freely in front of “stupid Gentiles” without 
letting their intended victim know their in- 
, tentions. Taking the Biblical story of how 
Jacob defrauded Esau out of his birthright, 
they brag that they are the dishonest Jacob 
(The Voice) and we are the defrauded Esau 
"(The Hand) ! 

HOW ABE THEY DOING IT? 

The Jews long conspired on the principle 
that through control of the purse they could 
rule the world, but to their sorrow they 
learned that after they had bought control 
in a country, its infuriated king would forci- 
bly eject the unwelcome “vermin”.

The social program of the the National 
Council of Churches and that of the Commu- 
nist Party are now largely the same. The 
California churches shepherded by the pro-

The Real Issue 


The percentage of Negro criminals is pro- 
portionally several times that of Whites, 
especially in crimes of violence — assault, 
robbery, rape, and murder. 

In most interracial crimes, the victim is 
lighter than the criminal. The pupils in the 
difficult schools in our large cities, those who 
have been expelled from the regular schools 
for anti-social conduct, are nearly all colored. 


That racial differences are not at issue in 
this repeal contest is a transparent pretense. 

The Rumford Act makes blockbusting easy 
for undesirable types. Once they gain en- 
trance, property values sharply decline. 

Family busting will follow — as soon as the 
preachers and the agents train the Whites to 
accept it. 

When Negroes enter a community, their 
percentage on the welfare rolls soon exceeds 
that of the Whites; and, through geometrical 
increase in more rapid reproduction, espe- 
cially of unwed mothers on relief, they even- 
tually overcome and absorb the Whites. 

A few preachers and agents mildly oppose 
the begetting of illegitimates; they are silent 
concerning the low quality of the begotten — 
an evil of far greater social consequences. 

On taking over a white residential area, 
Negroes convert it into a slum. Such people 
cannot maintain a civilization; they can only 
destroy. 


The immigration of Negroes into white 
neighborhoods from slums, which they have 
made, will not solve the problems of the 
slums but will create new problems for their 
new neighbors: cries will arise — “More 
police!”, “More lights!”, “More locks!”; and 
when the sun is down, Fear shall freeze them 
to their homes. Crimes of violence will in- 


crease. 


It is social madness to let loose among civil- 
ized people a rapid-breeding people mentally 
qualified for jungle life. Indiscrimination in- 
evitably debases the better human types. 

Most Negroes of distinction are mulattoes 
more white than black. When next you read 
a news item of a “Negro” appointed to high 
office, illustrated with his picture, see for 
yourself. 


Don’t let the Christian preachers and the 
Communist agents train you to feel guilty of 
the crimes of your ancestors, to feel respon- 
sible for the slave trade and slavery. (Most 
of the Blacks brought to America would have - 
suffered a worse fate in Africa. Some of them 
would have been eaten by cannibals arid their 
womejn and children would have been traded 
as livestock, as is done to this day in the areas 
where there are no Whites.) 

Civilized nations do not in their ‘laws accept 
the barbaric dogma of inherited guilt now 
propagated by the preachers and the agents. 

Don’t enforce blind love by law. Stop com- 
pelling men to do the good from which evil 
comes. Cease ignoring percentage records of 
groups as guides to the probable behavior of 
a member. Judge others, lest ye regret. Con- 
sider probable social consequences.

LUSTIG announced at a press club meeting at. Adelphi Hall, - 
New York City, held, on April 26, 1962, the formation of a ' 
new press club kqown as the "City Press Club Executive ’ 
Board" (CPECB) . The purpose of this new club was to V 

coordinate the work of all the borough press clubs in the 
New York City area; to strengthen the work of the press , 

.clubs; to organize new press clubs; and to draw in people 
who. were not members of the Communist Party, United States 
of America ( CPUSA] . The source stated that the basic 
purpose was to raise funds for "The Worker" and increase 
the circulation of that publication. Persons not members' 
of the CPUSA could be members of the new club, but leader- 
ship in the club was limited to members of the CPUSA. 

The name of the CPCEB was later -changed to "Greater City 
Press Club" (GCPC) which club became the successor of the 
GNYPC 

The source continued that in July, . 1962, LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK again became General Manager of "The Worker" and • 
the GCPC again became known as the Greater New York Readers * 
Club,. Greater New York Readers’ clubs. Greater New York

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On July 16, 1963 , a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-semitlc, anti-Christian, 
anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization, with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was founded 
in 194-9* "by JAMES H. MADOLE, who is in complete control of 
the party. The party's main function is distribution of the 
National Renaissance Bulletin on a bi-monthly basis and 
distribution of pro-Arab literature obtained from official 
Arab establishments In New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of JAMES H. MADOLE 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 1954, stated NRP activities and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On July 30, 1964, | | Bureau 

of Special Services, New York City Police Department, advised 
that all activities of the NRP have ceased and apparently will 
not resume for some time since JAMES H. MADOLE is presently 
serving a two year sentence imposed on him on July 1 6 , 1964, 
on a charge of riot.

The pickets carried placards which read: 

"Blacks For Lindsay, Whites For Buckley" 

"Join the NRP To Fight Communism" 

"Mr. Lindsay Did Your Children Attend An 
Integrated School" 

Madole distributed handbills, a copy of which is 

attached . 

There were no incidents and no arrests during the 
picketing. A crowd of approximately 50 persons observed the 
demonstration .

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 


On May 19, 1965 # a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New 'York City 
area. It Was founded in 1949 toy James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party’s main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. * 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March 4, 1965 * Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December IT, 1954, stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly ’subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on- July 16, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot.

of Special Services , NYCPD, advised that on 10/ll/b5, from 
7:35PM to 9:05PM the NRP conducted a street rally at the 
southwest corner of 2nd Avenue and 84th Street, NYC. 

The rally was called "Civil Rights for Whites 
Rally" and there were about 1400 spectators in attendance 
with 8 members of the NRP. 

At 8:15PM EDWARD CASSIDY, NRP member, wearing 
khaki uniform, black boots and red armband with bolt of 
lightning, introduced the first speaker, BOB BURROS, another 
NRP member. 

BURROS said NRP is in favor of white racial 
supremacy which he said is on the decline because of the 
"liberal politicians". He said the white man brought 
civilization to this country. He was drowned out by the 
crowd . 


JAMES H. MADOLE, NRP leader, was next speaker. 
His remarks were inaudible because of poor public address 
system and catcalls from crowd which included 25 members 
of the Jewish War Veterans (JWV) led by JERRY COHEN. The 
JKV were extremely vocal and chanted "God Bless America”. 

10 persons from neighborhood shouted at the JWV 
"Jews Go Home" and "Jews Destroyed America".
